000 were floated at 6 per cent. In 1892 
the issuo was refunded at 1 per cent. 
During nil these yeara the borough has 
paid in interest upon the $9,000 about 
$17,000! It would seem that wise legisla- 
tion in the oast would have provided a 
sinking fund for the gradual cancellation 
of the debt. Before rushing into further 
debt and incurring fresh responsibilities 
we had better commence to learn to take 
care of the little bond issue which we 
have. If we make no effort to pay a $9,- 
000 debt which has hung on for forty years 
what in the name of antiquity would we 
do with a $100,000 load? 


Bristol needs improvements. There's 


no doubt about that. 
Pre-eminently we 


need sewers and permanent pavement for 
streets. They cost money and must be 
paid for by the tax payers. Changing the 
charter will not bring the new conditions 
without added financial responsibilities. 
We believe that these things should be 
done, but we do' noi desire that there 
should lie any mistaken idea in the mat- 
ter.

K'lvprament of Hawaii has power to grant 
nuch licenses and in the forms prescribed 
surround such grants with the severest re- 
strictions and conditions in behalf of the 
islands. Senator Foraker has a resolution 
pending requiring tho submission of such 
licennes to the Secretary of the Interior 
for 'approval.

A pro- 
test resulted in the guileless Norwood 
youth saying that one of the fowls sent 
him was not up to par; it was a brand 
Plymouth Rock of the Bradley strain and 
the eggs producing it came from a well 
(mown Philadelphia fancier.

in full:— 
The most valuable song sung in Indiana 


is the daily cackle of the satisfied hen. If 
one and her ally, the turkey hen, were to 
stop Hinging their monotonous lay, the 
State of Indiana weald be" trom $10,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000 poorer every year, and 
many 
whole communities in Indiana 


.would suffer a financial paralysis and 
would wither up and be whisked away by 
the breezes that frisk around the cross 
roads. 
There is nothing in Indiana that dis- 


tributes money so widely over the State, 
or that loosens the tight screws on so 
many small bank accounts. All of this 
may serve as a thought germ for the man 
whose habit is to shy a brick at the 
mother who pilots her brood across his 
garden lot. 
If the hen were given the job, and were 


permitted to devote all of her energies to 
the general public good, she would main- 
tain the State House, the judiciary and 
all the State 
institutions from peni- 


tentiaries to hospitals; she would educate 
all of the children in Indiana by meeting 
the annual public school epsenses, and, on 
top of that, in a favorable year, she would 
meet the maintenance of all churches of 
all <inds in Indiana and discharge their 
home and foreign' mission obligations.

El Paso, Texas, Jan. 5. 


Editor Gazette:—Juit on the western 


border of Texas Is the city-of El Paso, not 
very large, yet large enough to have five 
linea of trolleys, 
four running at the 


present time and one building. El Paso 
has seven different railroads, the Southern 
Pacific, 
the Qalveston, Barrleburg and 


San Antonio, the Texas and Pacific, the 
El Paso and Northeastern, the Mexican 
Central, the Santa Fe and the Bisbee Rail- 
road, now called El Paso Southwestern; 
and last, but not "the least, the Sierra 
Mad re. 


El Paso is built at the foot of Mount 


Harvard and Mount Franklin, and be- 
tween the two mountains is a high table 
land called the Mesa, which is Spanish for 
table, and on it are low Mexican hous m 
built by the men working at the El Paso 
smelter. 


On the east is a vast plain stretching 


for a hundred miles and more, though in 
some places intercepted by high ranges. 
On clear days one can see Sierra Bianca, 
a high peak ninety miles away. 


Nearly all the houses are of brick, ow- 


ing to a fire law compelling them to be 
bulk so, and one story, though there are a 
great many two story houses near us. 
Mont of the trading is done in old carts 
and wagons, there being few big wagons 
like the ones used by Hnssey or Horn in 
Bristol. All the vegetables are brought 
around by Chinamen, and nearly all the 
restaurants employ them as cooks and 
waiters, and none are ever seen 
loafing; 


one or two are seen in white aprons, but 
they are from the Hotels or ladles houses, 
as nearly every lady has them as servants. 


There are two very large dry goods 


stores and five meat markets of medium 
size. 


The trolleys run on the Boulevard everj 


twelve minutes, meeting on a switch 
on a branch road. 
The oars are medium 


size, six of them are half upen and halt 
closed having two seats in the open, then 
closed part, then two seats in the rear.

States,

The reason of this was presently made 
plain as wo watched the formalities of 
record, and I realized bow difficult It 
would be for any one to do business 
here under n concealed identity. Every 
client receiving a loan greater, than 15 
francs must produce some official docu- 
ment—an Insurance policy, a citizen's 
voting card, a permit to carry arms or 
a rent receipt bearing his signature and 
throwing light upon his station in life.

duced. This antidote to the poisonous 
toxin we call the antitoxin. When a 
man recovers from an attack of small- 


pox, 
it Is bccause^his antitoxins have 


proved too strong for the toxins of the 
disease, and bis after immunity, it 
seems probable, Is due to tbe persist- 
ence within his body of tbe antitoxins 
once produe«d.-C. E. A. Wlnslow In 
Atlantic.
